“Very well, I am the soldier,”

The Nazi invasion of Denmark, 
in violation of one of Germany’s 
familiar tongue-in-cheek nonag- 
gression pacts, was achieved with 
virtually no bloodshed because 
Christian was wise enough to see 
the suicidal futility of hurling his 
tiny unprepared army against the 
Nazi war machine.

The Germans at first thought 
they would be able to win the 
Danish people over to docile obe- 
dience to their “new order” by 
not disturbing the general frame- 
work of the Danish government, 
They soon learned, however, that 
the Danes would tolerate the 
wholesale plunder of their na- 
tional resources no more readily 
than the other peoples of Europe. 
Passive resistance and sabotage— 
particularly in recent months—be- 
gan to spread like wildfire through 
the land,’ The Danes refused to 
associate with their conquerors 
and treated them like lepers, 

As for the King, his sympathies 
have been governed not only by 
his sense of loyalty to Denmark but 
also by blood ties with neighbor- 
ing Norway, ruled oyer by his own 
brother, King Haakon VII. Theirs 
is the only case in recent times of 
two brothers ruling over adjacent 
kingdoms, 


Christian X was born on Sep- 
tember 26, 1870, in Charlottelund 
castle, near Copenhagen, in. the 
midst of the Franco-Prussian .,ar, 
which in a sense was the forerun- 
ner of both World Wars I and II. 
He was the eldest son of King 
Frederick VIII and Queen Louise, 
who had been a princess of Swe- 
den and Norway prior to her mar- 
riage. 

When he was 28, Christian mar- 
ried Princess Alexandrine, of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin. lwo years 
after they ascended the throne of 
Denmark in 1912, they were con- 
fronted by the perplexities Of 
World War I, 

Denmark managed 


neutral, but she was virtually 


crippled economically as a result 


of the conflict. 
Wins Something. 


Christian, however, managed to 
win something out of the debacle. 


The northern part of Schleswig, 


which Dentmark had lost to Ger 
many in 1864, was restored to the 
Danes by the Versailles treaty. 
_And in July, 1920, King Chris- 
tian, mounted magnificently on a 
white charger, proudly led his 
troops across the old frontier and 
proclaimed his sovereignty over 
the recovered territory, 

Like his fellow-monarchs in 
Scandinavia, Christian ruled under 
a liberal Democratic constitution 
in which the cabinet and parlia- 
ment both had more actual politi- 
cal power than the king. 

In fact his brother, King Haa- 
kon, of Norway, might have been 
speaking for Christian as well as 
himself when he remarked to 
the American diplomat, Maurice 
Francis Egan, some years ago: 

“I’m afraid you Americans look 
on us as too democratic; in fact, 
your President is a king for four 
years, while I am a very constitu- 


_tional president for life,” 


Throughout his reign, Christian 


'has maintained the cloest relation- 


ship with his people. Because of 
his conspicuous height, which 
made it almost impossible to dis- 


‘guise his presence in any large 


throng, detectives became _ the 
plague of the royal giant’s exist- 
ence. They insisted on giving him 
elaborate protection wherever he 
went, 

The King’s love of ‘roaming 
around informally among his sub- 
jects helped him develop a tech- 
nique for giving his bodyguards 
the ‘slip so that he could mingle 
freely with the people not only in 
the nation’s capital but in the 
farming communities as well.

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ToPunish Nazis 
For Polish Acts 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—(#)— 
The United States government re- 
affirmed today “its resolve to 
punish the instigaiors and actual 
perpetrators” of German atrocities 
against the people of Poland. 

It was four years ago next Wed- 
nesday that the Germans marched 
into that nation to begin the Euro- 
pean war, 

The State Department, in a 
“declaration on German crimes in 


Poland,” said that trustworthy in- 
formation has reached this gov- 
ernment regarding “crimes com- | 
mitted by the German invaders” | 
against the Polish population, | 
crimes which the department said | 
are being carried out with the “ut- 
most brutality.” 

The text of the declaration fol- 
lows: 

“Trustworthy information has 
reached the United States govern- 
ment regarding the crimes com- 
mitted by the German invaders 
against the popula.ion of Poland. 
Since the autumn of 1942 a belt 
of territory extending from the 
province of Bialystok southwards 
along the line of the River Bug 
has been systematically emptied 
of its inhabitants. In July, 1943, 
these measures were extended to 
practically the whole of the prov- 
ince of Lublin, where hundreds of 
thousands of persons have been 
deported from their homes or ex- 
terminated. 

“These measures are being car- 
ried out with the utmost brutality. 
Many of the victims are killed on 
the spot. The rest are segregated. 
Men from 14 to 50 are taken away 
to work for Germany. Some chil- 
dren are killed on the spot, others 
are separated from their parents 
and either sold to Germany to be 
brought up as Germans or sold to 
German settlers or dispatched 
with the ‘:vomen .. 1 old men to 
concentration camps. 

“The United States government 
reaffirms itS resolve to punish the 
instigators and actual perpetrators 
of these crimes, It further de- 
clares that, so long as such atroci- 
ties continue to be committed by 
the representatives and in the 
name of Germany, they must be 
taken into account against the 
time of the final settlement with 
Germany. Meanwhile, the war 
against Germany will be prosecut- 
ed with the utmost vigor until the 
barbarous Hitlerite tyranny has 
been finally overthrown.”

We hear so much of our admitted faults 


end failures that news of progress is refresh- 
ing. Progress is being made. It would astonish 
most Georgians to know what remarkable 
progress the state has in the past ten 
years in its agricultural programs. 

The Dawson County Advertiser, in reporting 
a series of farm demonstrations in that county, 
said demonstrations being held on the farms 
of men who had made progress by working 
with the Soil Conservationist and county agent, 
produced statements from those farmers. The 
Constitution is pleased to reproduce them as 
evidence of progress which is being made not 
merely in Dawson county but in others with 
the hope it may interest others in the progress 
made by these men. 

“Luther Burt has a few acres 
end kudzu that his boy planted in 1941 as an 
FFA project. Mr. Burt is grazing the kudzu 
in connection with the pasture. He said he 
take a thousand dollars for the 
improvement done on these acres. 

‘W. B. Fausett has about three 
kudzu. It has the land completely covered 
and will make two or three tons of hay per 
acre. Mr. Fausett said he wouldn’t take five 
hundred dollars and have his land as it Was. 

“H.C. Moss is growing corn where it would 
not even grow a few years ago.

War Heroine 

She probably thinks of herself as doing her 
duty and her job. And never thinks of her- 
self as a war heroine. Which she is. 

She isn’t the pilot of a ferry transport plane. 

She isn’t a glamor girl doing welding in an 
airplane plant. 

She isn’t in a neat uniform, doing a civilian 
defense job. That’s fine, and all right, but 
she is something better. 

She isn’t a nurse on the job with the sick 
and wounded. 

Her story is this: 

Her husband had a farm in Ben Hill coun- 
ty, near Fitzgerald, Ga. There were two boys 
on the place. They went off to war, joining 
the Army. 

The father was ill with a slow but incura- 
ble illness. He knew it. He was a hero, too, 
in his way. He put in the largest crop he 
could get into the ground. He was tired then, 
But content. He had a lot of faith in his 
wife. He died in June. 

When he was gone in the hands of 
Lord, Mrs. Ashely Johnson didn't hesitate. She 
put her hands to the plow and the hoe. She 
fed and watered stock.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
MR. WELLES’ RESIGNATION WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.— 


So many utter fantasies are 
being written about the break between Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull and Undersecretary Sumner Welles, leading to the latter’s 
ousting, that a certain amount of public confusion is bound to exist 

on the subject. 
Mr. Welles’ resignation was not due to any 
marked friction between him and.Mr. Hull on 
Soviet policy, as some well-known columnists 
have stated. Neither did it arise from Mr. 
Hull's power to mobilize the southern bloc in 
congress behind his demands for the undersec- 
retary s retirement, as falsely stated by pink 
writers of the New York newspaper PM. 
The simple facts are, it can be stated au- 
thoritatively, that Mr. Hull, after a long period 
of forbearance, was finally led to demand a 
showdown in a situation affecting the State 
Department that was intolerable to him. 
He presented no single grievance against 
Mr. Welles. His indictment represented a 
cumulative series of incidents spread out over.a period of two years 
or more, all adding up to the charge that the undersecretary had 
sought to undermine Mr. Hull’s position as head of the department. 


The matter came to a head at the time President Roosevelt 
issued his directive ending the open squabble between Vice Presi- 
dent Wallace and Secretary of Commerce Jesse Jones. Secretary 
Hull, in company with War Mobilization Director James F. Byrnes, 
lingered behind a cabinet meeting to hold an hour's session with 
Mr. Roosevelt, 


Hull considered that an appropriate time to bring the matter to 
a head, since the issues involved were in the- same category as 
the President's orders for all government officials to bring their 
difficulties to him for solution before airing them in the public 


prints. 
MR. HULL SPEAKS For once Mr. Hull did all, or most all, 
of the talking. He proceeded to recite to 
the President a complete list of the grievances against the under- 
secretary, calling names and giving dates. After an hour’s such 
recitation, the secretary told the President politely but quite bluntly 
that one or the other of them would have to go—either himself or 
Undersecretary Welles. 


Mr. Roosevelt is very fond of Welles and has a high regard 
for his ability. They have both known each other since boys; 
both went to Harvard and Groton. Welles was an attendant in 
the Roosevelt wedding. It was the President, then assistant sec- 
retary of the navy, who first brought Welles into the government 
service. 

But despite these close ties, there was only one thing Mr. 
Roosevelt could do in the circumstances. He had to let Welles go. 


Following the Hull conference, the President summoned Welles 
to the White House a few days later and put the matter to him 
coldly. He regretted the necessity, but was compelled to ask for 
the undersecretary’s resignation. Mr: Roosevelt pointed out that 
wise administration dictated that he uphold the head of the de- 
partment in any controversy with an under official. 


OFFERED SPECIAL JOB Mr. Welles was offered a special 

assignment as a roving ambassa- 
dor of the President’s—a sort of Colonel House, who would under- 
take diplomatic missions to Russia and other important Allied 
countries, But the undersecretary wisely turned down the offer, 
Stating simply that having become involved in the fight and having 
lost there was nothing left for him to but resign. There is little 
present prospect, therefore, that he can be prevailed upon to con- 
tinue in the government service, although circumstances may alter 
the situation in the future. 


Most of the difficulties between Mr. Hull and Welles seem to 
grow out of the condition of the secretary’s health, which has forced 
him to take long periods of absence from his post in recent -years. 
He has had to remain away for several months at the time. 


During these intervals the active direction of the department 
was left to Mr. Welles, of course. Mr. Hull would return ‘to find 
that the department's affairs had often been conducted in viola- 
tion of set policies he had laid down. 


Another source of complaint was that Welles. because of his 
intimate association with the President, formed the habit of going 
to the White House for important consultations without always 
informing the secretary. Perhaps it was a habit acquired during 
the periods of Mr. Hull’s absence.

INFORMED QUARTERS AGREE 
Washington agree that Mr. 


Welles is the ablest undersecretary of state the government has had 
in years. Back a couple of years ago when it looked as though 
Mr. Hull would be forced to retire on account of ill health. it was 
generally accepted that Welles was slated to succeed him. In 
many respects he has the qualities for making a great secretary 
of state. 

His main deficiency seems to lie in a certain aloofness and in 
a lack of political consciousness, both of which are important 
assets in any cabinet office. For erudition and mental alertness 
he is the peer of any of his governmental associates. 


Despite his good qualities, however, it is difficult for any close 
observer not to take Secretary Hull’s side in the controversy. After 
all, Mr. Welles was a subordinate official and the onus wold seem 
to be his to see that his actions conformed to the policy set by the 
head of the department. Anything less would be intolerable.

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ONE WORD MORE

AIR-SEA RESCUE I can't say where it was, except to say that 

quite obviously it was on the English coast. 

(No spot in England is more than 60 miles from the coast.) It was 

an air-sea rescue post and it was manned by the RAF. (The 

reason for this piece is that three mothers have written and asked 
how fliers are rescued from the channel.) 

I had been there fo® a while, sitting around 
waiting for a mission. It was dull waiting and 
the RAF men were fed up, or browned off, as 
they say. 

At last, though, an officer came out and 
said to get going. He gave the approximate 
position and we all climbed aboard,,or rather 
jumped aboard from the dock. , 

The boat is like one of those speed boats 
you've seen on our lakes and. in our rivers— 
if you multiply it 30 or 40 times. The share 
is about the same. This one, or any one of the 
rescue fleet, can travel about 40 miles an hour 
over water. It has one 20-mm. cannon on the 
stern. It has six .50-caliber machineguns 

The gun crews stripped the covers off the 
guns as we moved out from the dock, header 
across the harbor, running along the sea wall 
toward the open channel. 

It was a dull, gray fay with a fine rain falling. ‘We gathered 
speed and I held on with one hand, switching holds while one of 
the crew helped me put on a long oilskin coat. When we went 
out into the channel the whitecaps were running high. The boat 
seemed to be flying. I mean that quite literally. Her bow was 
out of the water. She seemed to be flying along, just above two 
great sheets of white spray. 

The spray came back so hard it was next to impossible to face

THE SEARCH #1 watched the men at their guns. My hand- 
hold was at the stern near the 20-mm. cannon.

Well out we found,-after a search, the dinghy. It was a small 
rubber boat—and a German one. It was of the type carried by 
single or two-seater fighter planes. | 

It looked véry forlorn, tossing there in the angry channel be- 
neath the dull skies with the rain coming down. It was hauled 
aboard. There were some bullet holes in one end. The food con- 
tainers were still in their pockets. There was a small flask of 
brandy, a package of cigarets, chocolate, concentrated food, all in 
waterproof cases, 

The men of the crew, familiar with such things, said no one 
had ever been on that rubber dinghy. It had fallen out of a 
small plane shot to bits in the air or it had floated up from some 
plane that had crashed in the channel. 

There were no men about. There was nothing else, just the 
waves and the rain and dusk coming on. We went back, the rain 
and the spray stinging our faces until it was almost. unbearable 
to one whose faces were not used to it. 

We got back in. My shoes were squashy with water. My pants 
were wet to the knees. I was cold and tired. We went below, 
when we were tied up. There was hot tea and, for those who 
wanted it, the English tot of rum which is served to any and all 
English sailors who go on a mission which leaves them wet and 
cold. <A tot is a right generous measure, too, I observed. We sat 
and had our tea and we talked. 

Outside the alert signals were going. They go often in the coast 
towns. Down the coast a half-mile or so the antiaircraft guns 
began to go and we could hear the bump of them inside the cabin. 
Nothing happened. The lone plane went on toward Germany, 
hidden in the mist. 

I think I will always remember that afternoon,

along the channel and the North Sea coast. 
Maybe you saw the other day where, during thé raids on Ham- 
burg, the air-sea rescue boats picked up 1091 fliers from the chan- 
nel and the North Sea in a span of 50 hours. 

Very often our planes, and those of the English, are damaged 
in the raids but manage to get back to the channel or the North 
Sea before they play out. The men bail out and land in their life 
jackets. Usually they manage to reach one of the rubber boats 
which are thrown out into the sea from the plane before the 
men leave it. 

Very often German, English and American pilots are forced to 
bail out in dog fights over the channel or the North Sea. Some- 
times our Forts are shot down over the water. 

Always the air-sea rescue forces aré notified. 
their man. 

I met an American Fortress pilot at one of our bases who had 
been in a Fort shot down in the channel on his first raid. The RAF 
crews picked him up six miles off the French coast, a sort of record. 

“I don’t worry any more,” he said. “If I get put down on the 
Rhine I'll expect one of these air-sea rescue boats to show up.” 

Which is tribute enough. 

What I want to impress on mothers and fathers whose sons 
may be flying in that theater of war is that if they get put down 
in the channel! they are very, very likely to be got out. And soon. 
The Germans operate similar boats to get those close to their shores. 
And even though they both are engaged on rescue missions if two 
meet they bang away at one another in regular battle.

Right Unless Adjusted to 


Human Nature 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


All human experience has shown that mankind's chief motive 
is self-interest. Part of the people may be inspired part of the 
time by idealism, duty, hate or lust for revenge, but the one ine 
centive that always works is the reasonable hope of personal gan. 
That is natural, and not a thing to be ashamed of or to hide: 

One of the chief causes of “labor trouble” is the failure to make 
intelligent use of self-interest. The other is the fallacy, long be- 
lieved by both sides, that employers and workers are natural 
enemies—that a business can produce only so much money, so that 
every dollar allotted to wages comes out of profits, and every dollar 
taken as profit comes out of wages. 

The truth is that employers and workers are natural partners. 

Every man of independent spirit would prefer “being in busi- 
ness for himself” because increased effort would bring him in- 
creased reward. 

Aware of this feeling, and eager to increase production, many 
employers have devised some kind of piecework system that en- 
ables each worker to earn more by producing more. Such systems 
usually fail, for various reasons, but a few employers are now 
using a new one that works remarkably well. 

Instead of paying each worker according to his output, the 
employer and agents of the workers agree upon a standard rate 
of production for base pay. Thereafter, pay increases with in- 
crease of production, and in the same proportion, but the increase 
is given to every worker in a department. If production increases 
20 per cent, everybody's pay goes up 20 per cent. 

In practice, this makes the workers share in management. 

They also know they will profit by everything that eliminates 
waste, cuts cost and improves production methods. Thus every 
worker becomes a committee of one to devise better methods of 
manufacture, reduce waste effort and increase output 

In some manufacturing plants this plan—which, incidentally, is 
used by the Russians—has not only increased production and pay 
from 20 to 100 per cent, but has also reduced the manufacturing 
cost and selling price of the product. And that is the ideal result

Doughboy’s Honesty 
Over Seized Mules 


By ERNIE PYLE. 
SOMEWHERE IN. SICILY—(By Wireless)—lIf there. were 
only a little more modernism and sanitation in Sicily I think 
a good many of us would sort of like the place. 


Actually most of us feel friend- 
lier toward the Sicilians than we 
did to the French in North Africa. 


And in comparison with the Arabs | 


—well, there isn’t any comparison. 

Nobody can deny that north 
Sicily is beautiful. It is moun- 
fainous, and all but the highest 
mountains are covered with fields 
a4 orchards. Many of the hill 
cidet are terraced to prevent ero- 
sion. Everything is very old and 
if it were only clean as well it 
would be old in a nicé, gentle way. 

Sectional Contrast. 


The north coast is a strange con- 
trast to the south. On the south 
coast the towns are much filthier 
and thé people seem to be of &a 
lower class. Coming from the 
enuth to the north thére is a fresh- 
nest about the country and the 
people. The macadam road that 
follows the sea all the way from 
Palermo to Messina is a scenic 
one. I've heard a dozen soldiers 
cay, “If you could only travel this 
road in peacetime it would be a 
nice vacation, wouldn't it?” 

The interior roads through the 
mountains are very few, mostly 
gravel and quite rough. All 
through the campaign our troops 
had to use mules to get their sup- 
plies up to them in the mountains 
and three times during the battle 
men went without food and water 
for as long as 60 hours. How they 
kept coing is bévyond me, but I'vé 
reached the point where nothing 
the infantry does startles mé any 
more. é 

Sictlian Mules Stronger, 

The Third Division had more 
than 500 mules at the end of the 
campaign. They brought 30 bur- 
ros with them from Africa but 
‘disco-ered the burros couldn't 


keep up with the infantry so they | 


had th ahandon them for the 
tronger Sicilian mules. Most of 
the mules were pretty poor and 
we lost loths of them both by ar- 
tillery fire and plain old exhaus- 
tion 

Toward the end of the campaign 
the division got so it hauled mules 
in 2 1-2-ton trucks right up to the 
foot of the mountains so they 


could start their pack journey all | 


fresh. 

The American doughboy’s fun- 
famental honesty shows tp some 
times in comical ways. All 
through the campaign theh vari 
mus Army headquarters were 
flonded with Sicilians bearing pen- 
MNed notes written on everything 
from toilet paper to the backs of 
envelopes saving. “I owe you for 
mane mule taken for the U. S. Army 
en August 2.

ment we have given the enemy 
from the air, until he is utterly 
defeated.” 

To operate from the big car- 
riers, from their smaller counter- 
parts and from land bases of naval 
aviation throughout the world, the 
Navy disclosed, 27,500 bombing, 
fighting and cargo planes will be 
in service by the end of this year. 
They are being turned out in 
ever-increasing numbers as shown 
by doubled airplane production in 
1942 compared with the previous 
year and a certainty that naval 
plane deliveries in 1943 will triple 
those of a year ago. 

All this, the Navy reported, 
grew from its aviation branch 
which consisted only of 38 officers, 
163 enlisted men and 54 airplanes 
at the outbreak of the first World 
War.

Air stations. auxiliary air cta- 
tions and air facilities, strategical- 
ly located throughout the world. 

Over 100 points served by the 
Naval Air Transient Service, 
which is operated over 60,000 
route miles.

Keep Arm Muscles Trim 
With Special Exercises 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


No woman ever wanted bulging cles. 
biceps, but she doesn’t care for| 


Sagging triceps. Hanging flesh 
on the back of the upper arm is 


as dating as a grandchild. 

It is a funny thing about this 
part of the arm, You work with 
your hands and arms all day, but 
practically all your work is done 


with the forearms, You can prove 
it for yourself. Pick up a fairly 
heavy book in one hand and use 
the other hand as a feeler. You 
will find that the muscles doing 
the work are in the forearm—the 
biceps. Keep the. book in your 
hand and feel the muscle in the 
back of the upper arm, They will 
be as slack as if they were on va- 
cation. 

Now that most of you are get- 
ting into work that puts these up- 
per arm muscles on the job, you 
are concerned about being able to 
hold out as well as keeping your 
arms‘ shapely. You can’t just 
take or leave exercise. You have 
to have it. 


To test your arm strength, lie 
face downward on the floor with 
palms down on floor about chest 
level and slowly raise yourself up 
off the floor until your body is in 
a straight line from heels to head, 
elbows straight, hold and lower. 
If you can’t make it, your arms are 
weak, and probably flabby look- 
ing. 

When it comes to exercise, there 
is a special technique for these mus- 


To forcibly contract them, 
the arms must be held at shoulder 
level, or used in thrusting move- 
ments. This set answers the pur- 
pose, 

Position: Stand erect in good 
posture arms straight out at the 
sides, shoulder height, head erect. 

Movement: Keep the elbows 
straight and move the arms in 
small backward circles, Keeping 
the circles makes the triceps work 
harder. Wide circles move the 
shoulder muscles. Continue for 
20 counts. 

Position: Stand erect, this time 
with shoulders bent and out at 
the sides in line with the shoul- 
ders. 

Movement: Rest fingers 4n 
shoulders, then fling arms straight 
out at sides, back to shoulders, and 
repeat, 30 times. 

Position: Standing erect, arms 
out at sides, elbows straight and 
fists clenched, 

Movement: Shake the arms 
vigorously at shoulder level. 


If you don’t like routines like 
these, you can get your workouts 
with a punching bag or medicine 
ball, or, you might - go out for 
archery. An one of the three will 
give you renee and lovier arms.

Canada Bests 
Britain, U. S. in 
Stable Prices 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—(/)— 
Canada’s antiinflation program 
has held the living cost increase 
'to 17 per cent, compared with a 28 
per cent rise for Great Britain and 
26 per cent for the United States, 
the Brookings Institution reported 
today. 


These figures were for the three 
and a half years since the war 
started, in September, 1939. 

“This high degree of price sta- 
bility has been achieved despite 
the fact that about half the na- 
tional output is used for war pur- 
poses,” the institution, a privately 
funded research group, said in a 
survey. * 

Canada, the report said, has 
“dealt vigorously” with both the 
fiscal and wage phases of the 
problem. 

“Fiscal policy has emphasized 
the obtaining of funds from cur- 
rent earnings and includes heavy 
taxation and both voluntary and 
compulsory savings,” the survey 
said. “Wages have beer regulated 
to reduce upward pressure on 
costs. A, general price ceiling is 
supplemented by subsidy pay- 
ments and allocation and ration- 
ing of goods. A general ceiling 
was established over wage rates 
and a bonus was provided to com- 
_pensate for any rise in the cost of 
living.”

Three Pulpwood ‘Expositions’ 


To Be Held at 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 

VIDALIA, Ga., Aug. 29.—Plans 
to reduce the pulpwood shortage 
were announced here by L. R. 
Corbin, chairman of Toombs 
county pulpwood committee. Cor- 
bin said arrangements had been 
made to hold a pulpwood exposi- 
tion with 250 men, rolling equip- 
ment and examples of pulp pro- 
ducts at three points in Georgia, 
The exposition will be held in Vi- 
dalia September 24. 

Demands for the pulpwood have 
increased its value, prices current- 
ly quoted being $6.80 per standard 
cord or $8.92 per unit of 168 cubic 
feet, f.o.b. cars, in this section. 
Promoters of the pulpwood expo- 
sition expect to raise production 
about 20 per cent, they said. 


Toombs county shipments now 
average 20 freight cars per week, 
or about 1,000 cars per year. A 20 
per cent increase would be about 
200 more cars shipped yearly.

MOULTRIE, Ga., Aug. 29.—In- 
ability of the shippers of pulp- 
wood to get needed help is slow- 
ing down operations in the Moul: 
trie section. One big shipper who 
was loading from 13 to 20 cars a 
week earlier this year is averaging 
less than six now, he says. 

There is ample timber of the 
kind needed and the owners are 
not unwilling to sell at the price 
offered. The general quotation is 
$2 for a unit, about a cord and a 
third, standing. But it has to be 
cut, hauled to railroad stations 
before it can be sent to the plants 
where, it is so badly needed. 

Some of these plants which are 
engaged in vital war work, may 
have to close down because of a 
shortage of raw material. Pulp- 
wood is used in the manufacture 
of smokeless powder, containers 
of all kinds for military supplies, 
such as field rations, ammunition 
and medical supplies and cutting 
it is listed as an essential occupa- 
tion. 


Elam S. Dortch., 
Gray Veteran, 
Dies at Age 102 


Elam S. Dortch, of Louisiana, 
who lived through a century of 
American life torn by five major 
wars, died last night at the home 
of his daughter, Mrs. Philip M. 
Colbert, of 35 Park Lane, 17 days 
before he would have reached the 
age of 102. 

Funeral services will be held at 
Spring Hill at 3 p. m. today with 
Dr. Lester Rumble officiating. The 
body will be taken to Shreveport, 
La., for burial. 

Besides Mrs. Colbert he is sur- 
vived by a daughter, Mrs. R. C. 
West, of Tyler, Texas; three grand- 
children and two great grandchil- 
dren. 

Dortch’s span of life included 
the War with Mexico, the War Be-. 
tween the States, the war with 
Spain, World War I and World 
War II, and he participated in the 
War Between the States, fighting 
the battles of Bull Run, Chan- 
cellorsville, Antietam, Seven Days 
Fight around Richmond, Wilder- 
ness, Gettysburg, Fredericksburg, 
Malvern Hill and Cold Harbor. 

Sole survivor of Company D, 
Ninth Louisiana Regiment, known 
as “Bossier Volunteers,” Bortch 
served under Stonewall Jackson 
and was wounded in the second 
battle of Manassas when Jackson 
met and defeated an army more 
than four times the size of his own 
under the command of General 
Polk. 

Captured during the battle of 
Spottsylvania Court House and 
taken as prisoner to Fort McHen- 
ry, Baltimore, Dortch later was re- 
moved to Fort Deleware where he 
remained until Lee surrendered at 
Appomattox courthouse. 

Following the war he establish- 
ed himself as a cotton planter on 
his plantation at Ash Point, La., 
where he was active until a few 
years ago. He represented his par- 
ish in the state senate of Louisiana 
from 1901 to 1908 and served as a 
member of the board of parish 
commissioners for 22 years. He 
was born in Claiborne county, 
Miss., ee, 15, 1841.

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Italian Toe Appears Deserted 


After Ceaseless Hail of Bombs 


By NOLAND NORGAARD. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Aug. 29.—(4)— 
Allied air units increased the in- 
tensity of their round-the-clock 
blows against suo hern Italy yes- 
terday and last night with bomb- 
ing raids extending to the north 
of Rome, and returning flyers said 
the Italian toe appeared to have 
been deserted »y the enemy. 

Heavy and medium bombers 
from North African bases again 
concentrated on vital rail centers 
along the western side of the 
mainland while American four- 
engined Liberators from the Mid- 
dle East joined in the offensive 
by attacking shipping and rail in- 
stallations at Taranto, important 
naval base on the Italian heel, 

The Liberators, which attacked 
in two waves, scored a direct hit 
on a large cruiser, from which 
heavy black smoke was seen to 
rise, and a near miss on a me- 
dium-sized vessel, believed to be 
a transport. 

A U. S. Ninth Air Force com- 
munique from Calro said, “Par- 
ticularly heavy damage was done 
to railway installations.” At Ta- 
ranto, with one direct hit on the 
main station and another on a 
freight train in the yards which 
exploded and burned. Uther bursts 
were seen on sidings, .epair shops 
and freight depots and in the main 
barracks area. The Cairo bulletin 
said smoke rising from the target 
could be seen for '5 miles. 

The Taranto raid followed a 
night attack from the Middle East 
by RAF Liberators and Halifaxes, 
which pounded Crotonne, on the 
sole of the Italian booi, hitting a 
chemical works, starting fires and 
returning without loss. 

American Flying Fortresses 
from North Africa made the day's 
deepest penetration into enemy 
territory, striking briefly but ef- 
fectively at the railroad yards at 
Terni, 45 miles north of Rome. 

The Fortresses and the medium 
bombers, which attacked many 
other communication targets in 
the Naples area, encountered large 
numbers of enemy fighters, 

28 Planes Downed. 

Twenty-eight enemy aircraft 
were shot down by the North Af- 
rican air units in the day and 
night operations against an Allied 
loss of eight planes. The Middle 
East raiders carried out the Cro- 
tone attack without loss despite 
smoke screens and antiaircraft fire 
from ground defenses and war- 
ships, shooting down one enemy 
fighter and probably destroying 
another. 

An Italian communique broad- 
cast by the Rome radio told of 
raids by “large air formations’ on 
the central and southern prov- 
inces but declared that the Allies 
lost 29 planes—16 of them downed 
by Italian fighters, eight by Ger- 
man fighters and five by antiair- 
craft batteries. 

American twin-engined Mitch- 
ells and Marauders led the attacks 
on rail junctions in the Naples 
area. Mitchells pounded the rail 
yards at Cancello, about 12 miles 
northeast of Naples, and shot up 
radio installations on the island 
of Ventotene off the Neapolitan 
coast. Marauders poured another 
hail of bombs on the already bat- 
tered rail yards at Aversa, about 
15 miles north of Naples. 

American Warhawks, which 
have been roaming the skies over 
Sardinia at will, encountered ene- 
my fighters yesterday and shot 
down six of about 30 Messer- 
schmitt 109s which attacked the 
Warhawks as they were bombing 
factory buildings near Fluminim- 
aggiore on the island’s west coast. 

Toe’s Flak Silent. 

The Tactical Air Force gave the 
toe of Italy another concentrated 
blasting and one RAF flight lead- 
er reported a complete absence of 
flak or other signs of active ene- 
my defense either around the 
Strait of Messina or deeper in- 
land. 

Although he declared that the 
area appeared “dead and desert- 
ed,” air force officials were re- 
luctant to attach any immediate 
significance to the lack of defen- 
sive action. 

Earlier, antiaircraft positions 
along the mainland shores of the 
strait had been very active when 
Allied planes appeared and from 
time to time artillery in the same 
area has shelled Messina and ad- 
jacent portions of Sicily. 

The Flying Fortresses crammed 
their attack on the Terni rail 
yards into a terrific five minutes 
of bombing. In that brief period 
tons of bombs landed in the cen- 
ter of the yards and on gas and 
electrical works, an arms factory 
and a railway repair shop. 

Official reports said the force 
engaged was larger than the For- 
tress formations which left the 


rail yards at Sulmona, east of 
Rome, a smoking mass of wreck- 
age the preceding day. While the 
Fortresses were dumping their 
bombs, escorting P-38s engaged 
approximately 40 enemy fighters 
and shot down six. 

Lightning fighters also escorted 
the American Marauders, which 
dropped tons of explosives on the 
Aversa rail yards and shot down 
1l of 30 enemy planes attempting 
to turn the bombers from the tar- 
get.
